Nearly all collectors by this 
time, and the collectors of the 
British Empire stamps especially 
are well aware of the dollar grab- 
ping deal that was engineered by 
the Crown Agents for the British 
Colonies. Purportedly in com- 
memoration of the Silver Wed- 
ding Anniversary of the King and 
Queen of England, the Agents are 
causing to be issued a series of 
stamps for 48 Colonies with a face 
yalue of about $130. Each set will 
consist of two values, one for the 
inland letter rate, while the other 
will be the top value of the 
stamps used by that colony. 

In their May 1 bulletin, the 
Crown Agents announce more 
stamps in celebration of the Wed- 
ding. Eleven of the newly an- 
nounced sets are for the states 
of the Straits Settlements, most 
of which were never given much 
serious attention by the bulk of 
the British Empire fans, A new 
state has been added from some- 
where by the Agents, that of Per- 
lis, while the states of Malacca 
and Penang which have hereto- 
fore never issued stamps. are 
going to commemorate this event 
also with an issue. 

The Malay States which will 
be counted among the eleven that 
will have the stamps are, Johore, 
Kedah, Kelantan, Malacca, Negri- 
Sembilan, Pahang, Penang, Perak, 
Perlis, Selangor and Trengganu. 
There will be a 10c and a $5.00 
stamp for each of the eleven. The 
total face therefore, will come to 
about $25.00.

Across the top of the stamp in 
a single line on a ribbon is the 
wording “Swedish Pioneer Cen- 
tennial” in dark Gothic, just be- 
low which is the denomination 
“5c”, and arranged on either side 
just below the central design are 
the dates “1848 1948” in the 
same style. The base is formed 
by a dark panel on which is the 
white Gothic lettering “United 
States Postage”. 

Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of this stamp 
may send a limited number of 
addressed envelopes, not in ex- 
cess of 10, to the Postmaster at 
Chicago, with a money order or 
postal note remittance to cover 
the cost of the stamps to be af- 
fixed. Collectors should remem- 
ber that this stamp is a 5c one.

Venezuela Issues

a color change. 

Stamps for the airmail series

In the regular series there are a

It was his committee 
which was responsible for the se- 
lection of the design that will be 
used for the Wisconsin Centennial 
stamp. 





The first principal observance 
was ceremonies held January 5 
at Madison, the state capital and 
seat of the state university. 
The second is set for May 29, 
the anniversary of admission to 
statehood, when the state, its 
capital, its university and other 
subdivisions and agencies will 
sponsor parades and other suit- 
able programs at Madison. 

The third will be the centennial 
exposition at the Milwaukee Fair- 
grounds, Aug. 7-29. For this a 
program includes Dedication Day 
and such features as Youth on Pa- 
rade, Wisconsin Women V-J Vet- 
erans Day, Dairy Day, and dates 
devoted. to automobile, motor- 
cycle and harness races. 

The exposition will depjct the 
state’s progress through its first 
hundred years as shown by the 
growth of agriculture, manufac- 
ture, education, culture and recre- 
ation. The last named is no 
small item as the state has 1,439 
square miles of lakes, not count- 
ing those parts of Michigan and 
Superior within its boundaries. 
The state flower and bird are 
the violet and robin, respectively, 
as chosen by its school children. 
Its motto is “forward.” Its nick- 
name of Badger came from the 
early lead miners who lived in 
temporary caves burrowed out of 
the hills in the southwestern part 
of the state. 
Wisconsin was part of New 
France from 1634, when it was 
first visited by Jean Nicolet, un- 
til 1763, when it was surrender- 
ed to the British. In 1873 the 
territory was ceded to the United 
States as part of the Northwest 
Territory. In 1836 it became the 
Territory of Wisconsin. 

It was in 1934 that the Post Of- 
fice Department issued a stamp to 
celebrate the 300th Anniversary 
of the Landing on the Shores of 
Green Bay of Jean Nicolet, the 
French explorer. The design of 
the stamp was taken from a 
painting made in 1904 by Edward 
Willard Deming. In October of 
that year, this painting was pre- 
sented to the Wisconsin Histori- 
cal Society by its president, Rob- 
ert Laird McCormick.

Honored With Stamps 


For the first time in history, a 
foreign government honored an 
American stamp convention with 
a first-day sale of a regular 
stamp; by the issuance of a spe- 
cial commemorative sheet, and by 
the use of two distinctive post- 
marks. Recipient of this honor is 
the AMERICAN AIR MAIL SO- 
CIETY, which held its twenty-:; 
fifth anniversary convention, as 
guests of the Cuba Filatelico de 
la Republica de Cuba, in Havana 
from May 21 to 23. 





_ Because of the Society’s pres- 
tige as an international philatelic 
organization, the Cuban Postal 
Administration issued its new 
eight-cent, light brown stamp of 
its definitive air-mail set on the 
opening day of the convention. 
In addition, the remainder of the 
Rowland Hill commemorative 
sheets (Scott’s CBI), originally 
issued in 1940, were overprinted 
with a large green oval in honor 
of the A.A.M.S. convention, the 
overprint so placed that portions 
of. it strike the faur imperforate 
stamps. Commemorative post- 
marks—both rubber handstamps 
and metal machine  cancels— 
were specially prepared and were 
used to obliterate mail in Havana 
during the period of the conven- 
tion, 


Commenting on this signal 
honor, L. B. Gatchell, Chairman 
of the A.A.M.S. Advisory Board, 
stated, “The Society has endea- 
vored to promote philatelic in- 
terests by service to its members 
and by cooperation with postal 
administrations throughout the 
world. The A.A.M.S. was a leader 
in fostering international good 
will by offering foreign members 
the same low $3-a-year-dues as 
is enjoyed by United States citi- 
zens, and has additionally fur- 
thered this purpose by publishing 
certain issues of its monthly mage 
azine bilingually.

Don't Get The Heebie Jeebies 


Word from some sources contains a bit of a sour note, 
business is nat so hot and other remarks that show that 
some people are on the edge of a case of jitters. Dealers have 
had a period of years in which sales were so easy that they 
got careless with their customers, 
even forgot to try to make new 
ones and even failed to try to sell 
stamps at times since the boys 
crowded in and wanted to carry 
them away. It will be better for all 
of us if things are leveled off to a 
more sound and solid basis. I can 
well remember back during the 
depression years of the early 30’s. 
Stamps and stamp business did 
not suffer near so much as other 
lines of business. At that time our 
circulation grew to the largest that 

ae TD any stamp publication had ever 
GEO. LINN had in America. Reason was that 
stamp collectors are of the upper crust, they were less ef- 
fected by loss of work than the average person, they still 
had some cash laid aside or an income that permitted them 
to indulge in their hobby and many of them had more time 
to do it and thus did follow up as a matter of having some- 
thing to do. 

Business is somewhat like the law of gravity. In business 
it is the survival of the fittest and those dealers who have 
built their business on sound and good service to their cus- 
tomers and who have proceeded in a sound business-like 
manner are certain of survival. There is always a big turn- 

















over in business establishments and it will effect the stamp , 


trade as well as other lines of business but the sound dealer 
who has built on a sound basis will survive and prosper. 

Prices will not tumble on fine quality stamps for there 
are far too few of any of them available. The greatest thing 
we will notice will be a falling off, if any, in the sales of 
new eye catching material. Since this war, as was the case 
after the last war, collectors have been overloaded by new 
and special issues put out to get their dollars, This type of 
material is always questionable, some of it will turn out to be 
a very fine investment while other sets will drop so much 
in price that the collectors who keep account of costs of each 
item will weep over their collections. 

Right now staid old Great Britain is taking the hobby 
for a real ride. This set has been condemned by many, yet 
our prediction is that it will turn out to be one of the best 
sets that has come out since the war. At the high price of 
this set, few dealers will acquire more of them than enough 
to supply their immediate orders, stocks in the hands of 
dealers will thus be nil and within a few years price ad- 
vances will start which will make this set equal to the Ju- 
bilees. 

Review your Scott catalog on British Colonials and you 
will note that the heavy percentages of price increase are 
invariably in the top values of the sets, reason is as ex- 
plained above and there is no reason why this law will not 
repeat itself. 

So hold on to your seats boys, the stamp business will 
survive much more readily than many other kinds of business 
and a sound and firm era of trade will emerge that will be 
better for all of us. . 
| There has been so much in the past few weeks to upset 
the public that we hardly know what to blame for any of 
the present sales resistance for that is about what it amounts 
to. The Baseball season just opened, John Lewis had the 
country upset, the Railways threatened disaster to all of 
us, the international situation has been a constant turmoil 
and all the time prices on bread and milk-and other things 
have been going up. 

Perhaps the public is getting tired of these constant in- 
creases and are objecting to buy. It is only natural that if 
such a feeling rises that the stamp trade will feel it to a 
certain extent, but be assured that the stamp trade will pull 
out of it easier than in other lines of business,

Cachets For New 
Flights In Southwest 


Effective.on or about June 1, 
airmail service will be inaugurat- 
ed over a portion of route A.M. 
64 between Amarillo and El Paso, 
Texas. Special cachets will be 
provided for Amarillo, and El 
Paso, Texas, and Roswell, 
Mexico, 


Also, effectye on or about June 
0 airmail service will be ex- 
tended on the San Antonia-Fl 
Paso segment of route A.M. 82 
from Marfa, Texas to the termi- 
nal at El Paso. A special cachet 
will be applied to covers at El 
Paso for all covers to be dispatch- 
ed on the first East bound flight. 


First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at the above- 
named offices should be accom- 
panied by a letter authorizing the 
holding of the covers for the first 
flight and requesting the applica- 
tion of the cachet. Space approx- 
imately 2% by 2% inches to the 
left on the address side of all 
covers is required for the cachet. 


No provision will be made for 
point to point covers, however, 
at request of collectors, covers 
receiving cachets will be given 
directional service only to a term- 
inal or junction point designated 
by the Regional Superintendent, 
Air Postal Transport, and served 
by the first flight in each direc- 
tion, and will there be backstamp- 
ed and dispatched onward to des- 
tination. 

Covers receiving cachets on the 
June 10 flight, will be given dis- 
patch on the first east-bound 
fiight to a terminal or junction 
point designated by the Regional 
Supgintendent, Air Postal Trans- 
port, and will there be back 
stamped and dispatched onward 
to destination.

In the first place, 
those who would use precancels 
must go through a minor amount 
of red tape to get the privelege 
to use it. They must also mail at 
least 200 hundred identical pieces 
of mail at the same time, all 
neatly tied in bundles, and with 
a form made out for the informa- 
tion of the Post Office. The Post- 
master, or any of his help are re- 
quired to inspect all such mailings 
throughly, rejecting them for any 
deviations from the regulations. 
In many cases, this mail is dis- 
tributed nationally, or even in 
case of city-wide distribution, it

Part Perf Documentary 


A New York collector recently 
found a rare ‘part-perforate var- 
iety of the current $100 U. S. doc- 
umentary revenue stamp. 

It is a mint vertical pair, im- 
perforate between, of the $100 
carmine stamp overprinted “series 
1948” and ont Philip F.

The most 
satisfving stamps, and the ones that 
gain the greatest increases in value are 
always stamps in V.F. to Superb con- 
dition. When we entered the stamp busi- 
mess we did so with one purpose in mind, 
and that was to furnish foreign stamps, 
and later U. S. in V. F. to Superb con- 
dition and at prices competitive with 
prices being charged for ordinary “run- 
of-the-mill” stamps. We had found it 
almost impossible, as a collector, to ob- 
tain foreign stamps in this condition.
